SUMMER CAMP — 
1959 and 1960 


One of the top adventures in any Scout’s 
life is summer camp. Over 5,000 Chicago 
Council Scouts enjoyed a great experi- 
ence in the past few weeks. Thomas M. 
Thomas, Chairman of the Camping Com- 
mittee, reported that the Owasippe Camps 
showed an increase of 542 over last year 
for a total of 3,794 campers. The Kiwanis 
Reservation served 638 Scouts. In addi- 
tion, there were numerous lone troop 
camps, moving camps, and high-adven- 
ture expeditions, 


While boys remember fun, fellowship, 
and skills learned, we as leaders recall 
that Scouts learn much more than this in 
Camp. Because it is so important that 
every Scout have this opportunity to both 
enjoy and profit from summer camp, the 
Camping Committee, beginning July 1, 
1959, provided an opportunity for Unit 
reservations for Council summer camps in 
1960. It is expected that this long-range 
planning will enable many more Units to 
attend camp and help more Scouts within 
Units to save for this goal. It also will 
enable Units to insure space at a favorite 
site. 


Before the close of the 1959 summer 
camp season, 28 Units with a total of over 
500 Scouts, had registered for the next 
year. 


Commenting on this season’s operation, 
Mr, Thomas pointed to several factors 
which had helped create the outstanding 
success. 


The permanent staff was more mature 
and better trained. All employed staff was 
seventeen years or older. The entire staff 
completed a National Camp School of the 
Boy Scouts of America. 


_New equipment was well received. Ad- 
ditional kitchen equipment such as gas 
fired griddles and toasters enabled the 
camps to serve even better food in a wider 
variety, Further, new stainless steel cut- 
lery and new table service was provided 
in all camps, New high pressure hot water 
systems, as well as more new hike equip- 
ment, were provided. A new, completely 
equipped central Health Lodge, staffed 
with a nurse in residence was established 
at Wolverine Lake. 


At Camp West all new aluminum boats, 
first in seventeen years, new tents, new 
cots, new tent platforms, and water piped 
to the campsites helped make the Medi- 
cine Drum Camp a great success. 


In this special Patrol camp, Scouts 
proved that Patrols cooking their own 
meals, Green Bar planning their own pro- 
gram and directing their own activities 
produces an outstanding camp. Of course, 
they were under the watchful eye of es- 
pecially trained leadership including a 
Camp Director, two watermasters, five 
Scoutmasters, five Assistant Scoutmas- 
ters, five Senior Patrol Leaders and a di- 
etician and two cooks. Scouts, leaders, and 
visitors all agreed, “This is real Scout- 
ing!” 


There were even new washing machines 
and playground equipment at Family 
Camp. This was provided by good friends 
of Scouting. 


All in all, more than $25,000 has been 
spent in the past 18 months to improve 
program. These are your contribution 
dollars at work.

Scouter. Helping train men and women to 
organize Cub Packs, Scout Troops and 
Explorer Units, will be the goal of the 
Organizers’ Conference,

ing meals, is $2.00 per person. 

Robert D. Stuart, Jr., Organization & 
Extension Chairman, invited men and 
women to register for the Conference 
through their District O, & E. Chairman 
or District Executive. 

Heading the organization training for 
Cubbing is John Grooms; for Boy Scout- 
ing is Sylvester White, and for Exploring 
is Robert Ladwig.

Table locations will be made on the 
basis of, “First come, first assigned” — 
except that all paid reservations received 
on or before December 15th will be 
treated as first priority and will be ar- 
ranged with everyone from a given Dis- 
tret seated at adjoining tables. Reserva- 
tions after that date cannot be guaran- 
teed the same location as the rest of the 
District, but will be assigned to space in 
the order received. 

You will get further information from 
your District officials — but in the mean- 
time, organize your Unit party. Make 
your reservations promptly to get a high 
priority location — and begin to plan 
your menu and decorations. 

This is the “must” occasion of the Jubi- 
lee year.
